Lowmansvile mobile home 
destroyed by Thursday fire

LOWMANSVILLE - No injuries were reported 
in two separate residential fires in Lawrence County 
last week. 

Everything was a total loss in a grease fire that 
destroyed a mobile home at Lowmansville Thursday 
afternoon. 

Owners Rick and Beth Reed weren’t home at the 
time of the fire, and their son, William, said his sis- 
ter and her three children were also out when it hap- 
pened. 

William Reed said it was a grease fire and that he 
had left a pan on the stove and forgotten to turn it 
off. 

Reed ran next door to the neighbor’s house, 
wearing shorts, a T-shirt and socks, and called for 
help. 

The neighbor said she hated that the fire hap- 
pened and was concerned that the fire department 
wouldn’t be able to extinguish the fire before it got 
to her property. 

“They’ve lost everything, and I couldn’t even 
find a pair of shoes that would fit him to put on,” the 



neighbor said. “It’s an awful thing to have happen, 
and I hate it for them.” 

Lowmansville Volunteer Eire Department quick- 
ly arrived on the scene, but the home was already 
fully engulfed in flames and the wind made it hard 
for firefighters to put out the blaze. 

W.R. Castle Eire Department and both Louisa 
fire stations rendered mutual aid at the scene, but the 
home was a total loss. 

Emergency Management Director Michael 
Woods, who was also on the scene, said that he 
wasn’t sure but that maybe the Red Cross would 
help the family. 

Woods issued a press release Friday morning of 
another fire that had taken place overnight in the 
Blaine community of Lawrence County. 

Woods said in the release that his department 
along with the Blaine Volunteer Fire Department 
responded to a residential structure fire on Buffalo 
Branch Road at approximately 4 a.m. Friday morn- 
ing. 

“The fire was contained to the attic of the house 
and resulted in only minor damage due to it being 
extinguished quickly by members of the Blaine Fire 
Department,” Woods said in the release. “Units 
cleared the scene a little after 5 a.m.”

155 pot 
plants 
found in

VAN LEAR - Kentucky State 
Police arrested a Johnson County 
man in relation to an indoor mari- 
juana-growing operation Thursday. 

KSP troopers and detectives, 
along with detectives from DE/SI 
East, confiscated plants with a street 
value of approximately $300,000, 
according to a KSP press release. 

Larry D. Conley, 48, of Van 
Lear, is charged with cultivation of 
marijuana over five plants or more 
and trafficking in marijuana. 

The press release said officials 
executed a search warrant in the Van 
Lear community Thursday in rela- 
tion to an investigation conducted 
by Det. Adam Hall. 

The investigation revealed an 
elaborate indoor grow operation 
with 155 marijuana plants growing 
inside with an approximate street 
value of $300,000. 

Conley was taken into custody 
and is lodged in the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center. 

The incident remains under 
investigation by detectives from 
DE/SI East. 

On the same day, as a continua- 
tion of ongoing investigations con- 
ducted by Hall, a search was execut- 
ed by the KSP Post 9 Criminal 
Interdiction Team in the South 
Mayo Trail community of Pike 
County. 

The search warrant resulted in 
the seizure of approximately 75 
marijuana plants with an approxi- 
mate street value of $150,000, the 
release said. 

One arrest was made in relation 
to the investigation, but the person 
wasn’t identified in the press release. 

The case remains under investi- 
gation by KSP Trooper Zachary 
Bryson of the KSP Criminal Inter- 
diction Team.

Federal 
election 
fraud trial 
continued

PIKEVILLE - The vote-buying 
trial of the former mayor of Martin 
and four others scheduled to begin 
next week in federal court has been 
continued to May. 

The continuance came just a few 
days after ex-Martin Mayor Ruth 
Thomasine Robinson and her 
daughter, Rita Christine Whicker, 
who formerly directed the Martin 
Community Center, were convicted 
in a Social Security fraud trial in 
U.S. District Court at Pikeville. 

Robinson, 69, and Whicker, 42, 
were found guilty Tuesday night, 
Feb. 25, by a federal jury in a case 
that saw another defendant plead 
guilty prior to trial and charges dis- 
missed against a fourth defendant. 

Charges against city clerk Ethel 
Lee Clouse, 68, were dismissed 
Tuesday afternoon, Feb. 25, by fed- 
eral prosecutors after they 
announced they had rested their 
case. 

Another defendant. Ginger 
Michelle Halbert, 42, pleaded guilty 
Friday, Feb. 21, to three charges 
contained in an indictment returned 
last October. 

As part of the plea agreement, 
prosecutors agreed that they would 
not seek charges against Halbert’s 
son, Jeremy Pack, for “involvement, 
if any, as currently known to the

PAINTSVILLE - Tommy Dial 
needed a change. 

“I was trying to find something to 
do,” said Dial, 44, who was para- 
lyzed following a 1994 car accident. 
“I was restless and it got worse.” 

At the time of the accident. Dial 
was living in his native Adair Coun- 
ty and working in a textile factory. 

“I was married with two kids,” 
Dial said. “I was coming home from 
work and the guy I was riding with 
overcorrected.” 

The accident damaged Dial’s cer- 
vical 5 and cervical 6 disks and left 
him a quadriplegic. 



“I had to get adjusted to being 
paralyzed,” he said. 

As Dial adapted to this drastic 
change in his circumstances, he also 
focused his attention on his family. 

“I coached Little League football 
and was involved in my kids’ lives,” 
he said. “I enjoyed it and it was 
important to try to make their lives 
better, but I focused so much on 
them that I didn’t focus on myself. 
Kids get older and pull away, which 
is good because you want them to 
grow up and become independent, 
but you have to have something for 
you.” 



Dial, who was divorced from his 
wife in 2006, decided to return to 
school. While making inquires at 
Somerset Community College, he 
learned about the Carl D. Perkins 
Vocational Training Center in Thel- 
ma. He enrolled in the Perkins Cen- 
ter and lived on campus from 2009- 
12 . 

“I had to go through the program 
and take refresher courses to prepare 
myself for college,” Dial said. “If 
you’re lacking skills, let’s say in

He also said that an aging 
population will increase the 
need for optometrists.

The vote-buying trial, 
originally scheduled for 
March 10, was continued by 
U.S. District Judge Amul R. 
Thapar to May 5. 

In addition to the former 
mayor, other defendants in the 
vote-buying case are her hus- 
band, James “Red” Robinson; 
his son, James Steven Robin- 
son; city employee Henry A. 
Mullins; and Johnny T. 
Moore. 

Halbert was also indicted 
in the case but charged against 
her were dismissed as part of 
the plea deal in the Social 
Security case. 

An indictment returned 
Dec. 19 charges the defen- 
dants with civil rights con- 
spiracy and payment or offer 
of payment for voting in the 
November 2012 election in 
which Thomasine Robinson 
lost re-election by three votes. 

The indictment says that 
“a number of the qualified 
voters in Martin were dis- 
abled and were poor residents 
of public housing in Martin, 
or resided in houses owned” 
by Thomasine Robinson, 
while others were unem- 
ployed or employed by the 
city. 

“These qualified voters 
could be easily manipulated 
and influenced by the mayor 
and others regarding the exer- 
cise of their right to vote, by 
inducements or implied 
threats regarding their hous- 
ing status, by fear of losing 
their job with the city, or by 
the fear of her ability to affect 
the quality of their life by 
using her powers as mayor of 
the city,” the indictment says. 

In the 2012 general elec- 
tion, some voters were “intim- 
idated and coerced” by Thom- 
asine Robinson and “others 
working in her campaign so 
that they refrained from vot- 



ing or were deprived of the 
freedom of choice of candi- 
dates for whom to vote,” the 
indictment says. 

Erom October to mid- 
November 2012, the indict- 
ment alleges, the defendants 
“did knowingly and willfully 
conspire and agree with each 
other and others, known and 
unknown, to injure, oppress, 
threaten, and intimidate quali- 
fied voters of Martin, under 
color of law, in the free exer- 
cise and enjoyment of certain 
rights secured to them by the 
Constitution and laws of the 
United States, that is, the right 
of all qualified voters under 
the Equal Protection and Due 
Process Clauses of the Eour- 
teenth Amendment to vote, to 
have their votes reflect their 
personal choice of candidates, 
and the right to have their 
votes be duly counted and 
have full effect, and not be 
diluted, or diminished by 
votes that are procured 
through coercion and intimi- 
dation.” 

The indictment alleges 
that the defendants “would 
approach residents of public 
housing, and tenants of homes 
owned” by Thomasine Robin- 
son and “request that they 
obtain an absentee ballot for 
the general election.” 

“In many stances these 
residents were poor, physical- 
ly, mentally or developmen- 
tally disabled, and felt intimi- 
dated and coerced into com- 
plying with the instructions of 
the defendants with respect to 
voting,” the indictment says. 
“The defendants would pres- 
ent to the residents and ten- 
ants, a letter, already prepared, 
requesting an absentee ballot 
be sent to them by the County 
Clerk, and would ask them to 
sign the letter. The defendants 
would instruct the residents 



and tenants to call the defen- 
dants upon receipt of the 
absentee ballots. Upon receipt 
of the ballots, the defendants 
would fill out the absentee 
ballots for the residents, or 
would instruct the residents to 
fill out the ballots as directed, 
voting for the candidates cho- 
sen by the defendants and not 
by the resident. It was part of 
the conspiracy that one of 
more of the defendants would 
give on the application for 
absentee ballot a false justifi- 
cation for voting by absentee 
ballot, such as the voter was 
too infirm to come to the 
polls. It was part of the con- 
spiracy that one or more of the 
defendants held out to resi- 
dents that they could receive a 
better apartment if they voted 
as requested by the defen- 
dants. It was part of the con- 
spiracy that one or more of the 
defendants expressly or 
impliedly threatened to evict 
residents and tenants if they 
did not vote, or if they did not 
vote as directed. It was part of 
the conspiracy that one or 
more of the defendants caused 
residents and tenants to be 
evicted because they believed 
they had not voted, or had 
voted incorrectly. It was part 
of the conspiracy that Ruth 
Thomasine Robinson directed 
Martin police officers to serve 
eviction notices on tenants. It 
was part of the conspiracy 
that one at least one occasion 
two of the defendants harassed 
a qualified voter about voting 
to the point that the voter 
would not come out of his 
apartment to vote because he 
was in fear of physical harm.” 
Some of the defendants 
also paid or offered to pay 
residents for voting, the 
indictment says.

LOUISA — Round two of 
the selection process for 
choosing astronauts for the 
Mars One Project to establish 
human life on Mars is sched- 
uled to be completed by 
March 8, but a date has not 
been announced regarding 
rounds three and four. 

A Lawrence County wom- 
an, Sheryl Wilhite, 39, is one 
of the 297 Americans selected 
to move into the second round. 

Wilhite is the wife of Mack 
Wilhite, who works for the 
Lawrence County Sheriff’s 
Office, and the couple has a 
13 -year old son. 

The Mars One Project 
issued a press release Tuesday 
saying that it is partnering 
with Uwingu Mars Crater 
Naming Project, giving the 
public the opportunity to 
name approximately 500,000 



scientifically identified craters 
on Mars by the end of 2014. 

The goal of the project is 
to engage the audience in 
Mars exploration and to gen- 
erate a new funding stream for 
private space related projects 
in the field of space explora- 
tion, space research or space 
education. 

Mars One will utilize the 
soon-to-be-developed Uwingu 
Mars Map in all its missions 
and will land that map on 
Mars on its first unmanned 
Mars lander.

Welcome to 
my Big Data 
Dinner Party

Kim Komando

“Good evening every- 
one. Thanks for coming 
over for dinner! Fd like to 
introduce my friend Joe. 

“He’s a Mets fan, drinks 
a little too much Miller 
Beer, is an inconsistent lib- 
ertarian, and has been 
known to spend his eve- 
nings checking out his 
female coworkers’ Face- 
book pages. Joe has high 
blood pressure and some 
disturbing PSA levels that 
just might indicate a pros- 
tate problem. 

“And here’s Carla. She 
likes HBO - a lot - drives a 
Chevy but dreams of an 
Audi, gets all her makeup 
from the discount counter 
at CVS, and is a secret 
smoker. She has a condo, 
waaay underwater, and vis- 
its a guy two buildings 
over in her complex rather 
late in the evening once or 
twice a week. 

“And over here is Jack, 
who had a DWI last year 
and subscribes to HGTV 
magazine ... “ 

Well, that would be 
some dinner party, 
wouldn’t it? I have a feel- 
ing a round of introduc- 
tions like that would get 
things off on a bad foot. 

But let’s face it: All of 
that information - about 
Joe and Carla, me and you 
- is out there for the taking. 
Facebook is collecting 
information on what you 
look at, the better to target 
you for advertisers. Google 
is collecting your search 
history and your Internet 
provider has logs of your 
online travels. 

Your credit card com- 
pany knows what you buy. 
Even if you pay cash, your 
loyalty card records every 
purchase at the grocery or 
drugstore. All you have to 
do is use it in conjunction 
with a credit card one time 
to link up the data. 

Your texts and emails, 
of course, are running 
through your phone com- 
pany’s servers, and even 
the prescriptions you buy 
are one data leak away 
from being public record - 
assuming your pharmacy 
or credit card company 
hasn’t already inadvertent- 
ly shared the information 
with data miners. 

There’s good news and 
bad news here. The bad 
news is that the horse is out 
of the barn. 

The info that Big Data 
has on us is daunting, and a 
little bit scary. There is a 
complex network of folks 
who gather your data 
including stores, websites, 
credit card companies, 
Internet providers and 
online services like your 
email program. Then there 
are the companies whose 
names you’ve never heard 
of that combine it all into 
your own personal profile. 
Finally, there are the ad 
providers who take those 
recommendations and 
serve you up targeted ads. 

And don’t forget about 
any nosy government 
agencies snooping around 
and collecting data for 
their own use. 

It’s not a pretty picture. 
And you have to remember 
that most of what we do on 
the Web is free. This kind 
of advertising is the thing 
that’s paying for the ser- 
vices we use. For better or 
worse, it’s the world we 
live in, so it isn’t going 
away. 

The good news is that 
there are some steps you 
can take to minimize the 
risk. Here’s what I do to 
sleep a little better at night. 

1. Poke around in your 
browser preferences and 
make sure third-party 
cookies are disabled. Those 
are what advertisers use for 
tracking. 

2. Change your birth 
date on Facebook. I would

Severe Weather Preparedness 
Week runs through March 8th 



ERANKEORT - Ken- 
tucky Emergency Manage- 
ment (KYEM), the Kentucky 
Weather 

Preparedness Committee 
and the National Weather Ser- 
vice have teamed up to pro- 
mote Severe Weather Aware- 
ness Week in Kentucky, which 
began March 2 and runs 
through March 8 . 

Severe Weather Prepared- 
ness Week encourages indi- 
viduals, families, businesses 
and communities to know 
about severe weather risks 
and take action to prepare for 
them. 

Each year, Kentuckians are 
killed or seriously injured by 
tornadoes and other types of 
severe weather, despite 
advance warning. In 2013, 
there were seven weather- 
related fatalities reported in 
Kentucky, five by drowning 
while driving through flooded 
roadways and two from light- 
ning strikes. 

Severe weather knows no 
boundaries and affects every 
individual in every region of 
the commonwealth. Emergen- 
cy officials ask citizens to be 



aware, be prepared and have a 
plan. 

“Knowing your risk, tak- 
ing action and being an exam- 
ple are just a few steps you 
can take to be better prepared 
and assist in saving lives,” 
said Mike Jones, interim 
director of KYEM. 

“Preparedness means 
understanding that disasters 
can happen without notice, 
and taking necessary mea- 
sures in advance is the sim-
